Proposed. Day Care Bill not realistic 


The debate over child care standards has 
shifted to the Ohio Senate where the senate 
version of House Bill 435 casts a powerful 
shadow over the child care industry and the 
parents that support it. 

While the legislation seems like a great 
idea, it is a costly one, which will drastically 
affect the cost of child care. The reality of 
child care economics means middie 
income parents will face a budget crisis and 
many low and moderate income parents 
will turn.to bootleg operations, or, as a last 
resort, create another latch-key kid. 


Basically, the bill under consideration 


requires Ohio day care operators to reduce 
the teacher-child ratio; creates a 24 hour 
toll-free hotline to report.alleged child 
abuse and overcrowding; allows parents to

| predict that by the time you 
read this column, one of the three 
men convicted of killing Maicoim 
X will be free on parole after serv- 
ing 20 years of a life sentence. 

Muhammad Abdul Aziz, known 
as Norman Butler when he was 
convicted, has convinced many — 
if not most -- of the 14 members of 
the New York State Parole Board 
that he has paid his debt to society 
and is rehabilitated. Conspicu- 
ously, however, the only Black 
member of the board behaved asa 
zealot -- not an impartial witness 
--in his attempts to keep Aziz in jail 
for. the rest of his life. 

Commissioner: Ted Kitland 
who will not be re-appointed to his 
job by New York's governor, has 
been accused of practicing his 
own brand of racism by Senator 
Christopher Mega, head: of New 
York's Crime and Correction 
Committee, and a most admired 
and respected Black state official,

Kirkland’s questioning of Aziz 
and his behavior during a parole 
hearing before a three-member 

-spane! not only shocked many state 
officials, but moved the full parole 
mmission to the unprecedented

Before Kirkland’s panel saw Aziz 
in February, a previous parole 
panel of three ruled in December 
that it had no objection to his 
parole; a psychiatric report was 
also favorable.

H abandoned the legitimate charge 
of the parole board to evaluate a 
convict's ability td lead a produc- 
tive life and focused rather on 
Aziz's racial views. 

Kirkland'’s questions were not 
only insulting and groundless, but 

§ suggested that he was more cori- 

§ cerned about his own personal 
“Blackness” than the convict's fit- 
ness. In tact, the climate smacked 
of racial paranoia. Although the 
parole panel's job is not to ‘deter- 
mine guilt of innocence, but how a 
convict has used his time in jail, 
you would never know it to read 
the official transcript and the 
statements of this Black commis- 
sioner. 

Kirkland began his assault with 
his version. of history. Maicoim

Nat Turner ... Harriett Tubman ... 
Frederick Douglass ... Marcus 
Garvey...” Malcolm was helping 
Black people gain their identity. 
“Today | think most may very well 
be lost from lack of identity,” the 
interrogator said. 

He clearly suggested that had 
Matcolm lived, Blacks would have 
no identity problems ‘today and 
Aziz, as “one of his killers,” is, by 
virtue of this convoluted logic, 
responsible for the pathetic Black 
condition today as observed by 
Kirkland. 

Kirkland was also obviously 
suttvered by Aziz’s outstanding 
performance as a prisoner: a Mas- 
ter’s degree; a calming force at the 
Attica prison riot in 1971 and at 
Sing Sing in 1983; a counselor to 
other inmates; an Imam for the 
American Muslim Mission in pri- 
son; and an excellent record ona 
nine month work release program 
in which he lived in the commun- 
ity, held a job, paid taxes, fed his 
family and reduced society's 
burden by that amount of 
production. 


As aresult of his record, support 
for his release came from all quar- 
ters, including Black politicians, 
New York's Black police commis- 
sioner, Jewish leaders and journal- 
ists. But surprisingly, this support 
infuriated Kirkland: “Would the 
Congressman and all the rest of 
them be recommending your 
parole if you had killed a White 
person of a similar status?,’ 


“| didn't kill him,” Aziz offered 
and added, “I think it (Malcolm's 
murder) was a tragedy.” But that 
didn't satisfy Kirkland. 

The CIA, Kirkland said, is sus- 
pected of killing Malcolm and it 
represents the law enforcement 
establishment. “Why do you think 
they (law enforcement officials) 
look so favorably upon you?” 
Guilt, Kirkland seeined to think, 
made Aziz a model prisoner. 

Kirkland’s cohort on the panel in 
establishing guilt by association 
was Commissioner Samuel Sher- 
rid, a White man. He was more 
interested in proving Aziz’s asso- 
ciation with Minister Louis Farrak- 
han's alleged anti-Semitism than 
in establishing Aziz’s fitness for 
release.

—Anyone-with-a-working-knowl- 
edge of the Black community 
understands the difference 
between the beliefs of Farrakahn's 
Nation of islam and the American 
Muslim Mission of which Aziz is a 
member. But this parole board 
member, like Kirkland, could not 
hide his bias. 

Instead. of a parole hearing 
based on the facts and rules as 
established by law to determine 
Aziz’s return to society, Kirkland 
conducted an inquisition into 
Blackness and Sherrid into rumors 
of anti-Semitism. The result is that 
the parole board was tainted by 
these acts of impropriety. 

Tre WOK this porn Of view, Kirk- 
land says, because of his “uniqu- 
eness” as a “victim of racism.” 
That may be more of a statement 
of fact than a reason to diminish 
the system of justice. While there 
is some merit in his attempt to help 
Black people, he has harmed them 
by his example. 

It seems that in his rush to judg- 
ment, he is more interested in 
enforcing his perception of Black- 
ness than in being fair. Neither 
does he seem to understand that 
the objective of placing Blacks in 
these sensitive positions is not to 
defend Blacks that they approve of 
philosophically and persecute 
those with whom they disagree, 
but to make the judicial system 
work for all. 

Kirkland should be particularly 
sensitive to this issue because he 
now is the subject of an investiga- 
tion of the New York State Crime 
and Correction Commission. “I 
was accused of releasing an 
inmate after reading a confidential 
letter that was allegedly in. his 
folder outlining his crime plans 
upon refease.” Two policemen 
subsequently were killed as a 
result of the convict's plans: 


If Kirkland goes to jail (highly 
unlikely, but possible),.would he 
want his successor, a Black named 
Veronica Thomas, to spend her 
time at his parole hearing discuss- 
ing her perception of his Black- 
ness or the merits of his fitness to 
return to society as a productive 
citizen?

The FCC tunes in to racism

Imagine this. You are listening 
to the radio one evening when a- 
supposedly evangelical program 
comes on and ofiers the following 
comments: “These Blacks haven't 
the capacity to rule and administer 
in your government. It is Christian 
to discriminate. You must choose 
right’ from bad, good from evil and 
Black from white.” 

If you think it’s impossible to 
hear such trash over the public 
airwaves of this country, read the 
transcripts of KTTL-FM in Dodge 
City, Kansas. Such sermons were 
regularly broadcast by the station 
until 1983 when the National Black 
Media Coalition filed.a formal.pro- 
test. Now, after sitting on this case 
fortwo years, the Federal Com- 
munications Commisison, or FCC, 
just announced -- in a unanimous 
decision -- that the station's blat- 
antly racist broadcasts were pro- 
tected under the first amendment 
right to free speech. 

The FCC stated that it was not 
clear that the station had denied 
access to opposing viewpoints 
and.it is now deciding whether to 
grant the station's license appro- 
val. FCC Chairman Mark Fowler 
further claimed that the racist and 
inflammatory broadcasts of KTTL 


4 were “protected advocacy” and: 


posed “no clear and present 
danger.” 

Evidently Fowler did not read 
the station's transcripts. During 
one regularly scheduled program, 
the speaker urged the audience to 
“get a 32 caliber gun and start 
pumping ... One way to get a 
nigger out of a tree (is to) cut the 
ope ... Don't be peaceful; praise 
Jesus and take a 2-sided sword in 
‘our hand.” 

But those associated with sta- 


- 


tion KTTL aren't just inciting folks 
to violence, they are actively par- 
ticipating in it. The owners of 
KTTL, Chartie and Nellie Babbs, 
are avowed followers of a danger- 
ous-and racist para-Tmivtary group 
called the Posse Comitatus. Mrs. 
Babbs proudly confirms that she 
received guerrilla training with the 
Posse. In fact, those sermons we 
quoted earlier were written by the 
self-styled evangelists of the 
Posse. It was Posse member Gor- 
don Kahl, by the way, who killed 
two Federal marshatts in Wiscon- 
sin and later a county sheriff dur- 
ing a shoot-out in Arkansas. 

The real issue here is balance 
and the effect which such -one- 
sided stations have on their 
audience. We all know how power- 
ful the media are in impacting upon 
our thoughts and behavior -- even 


in subliminal ways which we don't 
understand. Yet, on the one hand, 
the FCC commissioners, all of 
whom are Reagan appointees, 
look the other way as*a private 
\wenses spews forth clfatertly 
racist venom on a-regular basis. 
And on the other hand, the Reagan 
Administration mercilessly chops 
public broadcasting funds which 
would guarantee some balance to 
such programs. 

We must now allow the FCC to 
make violent racism acceptable on 
the public airwaves. While the FCC 
is hearing this case, let our voices 
be heard -- loudly and clearly. For 
we have much to lose by our 
silence.

An editorial 
Unequal justice 


Recently, there have been a number of trials locally and 
throughout the nation involving individuals who have 
allegedly committed acts which constitute “technical” viola- 
tion of the law. Known more popularly as white collar 
offenses, certain people have been indicted for acts ranging 
from sales of services to financial aid applications. The 
essence of the problem in these instances ‘is that these 
people are being accused of committing criminal acts 

‘ where there is no criminal intent whatsoever. The end result 
is that acts which are innocent when performed, become 
criminal offenses due to a misapplication of legal principles. 

A recent illustration of this is contained in the United 
States Supreme Court case of Liparota v. United States. 
Stated simply, this case represents the proposition that the 
prosecution must prove that a defendant knows that his 
actions, when committed, are unauthorized by law. 

Criminal charges and offenses are serious matters. Peo- 
ple that act reasonably or in reliance upon the advice of 

_othdes and whid demonstrate no criminal intent should, not

The drumbeats of change in 

American policy toward the 
racist regime in South Africa 
keep rolling. U.S. Congress- 
man William Gray (D-Phila- 
delphia) introduced legislation 
to ban new loans or credits to 
the South African government, 
new investments by U_S. firms, 
and the importation of the 
South African gold coin, the 
Krugerrand. 
’ Speaking in favor of the bill, 
HR 1460, was Columbus Con- 
gressman Chalmers Wylie, 
who serves as ranking minority 
member on the House Banking 
Finance and Urban Affairs 
committee. . 

Support for the measure, 
Wylie said, reflects the continu- 
ing commitment expressed by 
a group of 35 House Repubii- 
cans in December of last year 
to fight against the system of 
apartheid. In a letter to the 
South African ambassador, the 


Republicans (of whom Wylie 
was one) noted that their goal 
was the creation within the 
South African government ofa 
‘‘demonstrated sense of 
urgency about ending apar- 
theid.” 

However, Wylie stated, while 
the South African government 
has made promises to alter the 
apartheid system, “the reality 
is altogether different. The par- 
liament and local governments 
allow no political participation 
by Black Africans. Influx con- 
trol and forced-group area 
clearance continue as do prac- 
tices of detention without trial 
and press censorship.” ~ 

Although arguing that he 
“wasn’t trying to judge the 
administration in(his) talk,” 
Wylie clearly stated that the 
“present policies do not seem 
to be bringing about the 
necessary reforms:” 

Wylie argued that the bill 
itself might not harm the South

Atrican government, since it is 
almost entirely sélf-sufficient 
in its energy needs and can 
receive aid and comfort from 
other world nations which are 
continuing their trade with the 
racist regime. However, he 
believed passage of the bill was 
important to “symbolically 
affirm the commitment of 
Congress that we have a sense 
of moral obligation to do every- 
thing possible to end the 
abhorrent racial policies of the 
Pretoria regime.” 

Nationally, a sense of bi- 
partisan pressure has been 
building to increase the pres- 
sure on the South African 
government. Wylie noted that, 
in Ohio, the city councils of 
Cincinnati and Youngstown 
have passed divestiture ordi- 
nances. Rev. Leon Sullivan, 
who authored the Sullivan 
Principles, argues in favor of 
those principles which are 
designed to govern companies

After Sin- 
gletary’s decision to file bank- 
ruptcy, his attorneys met with 
Bank One representatives. on 
an equitable way to ensure tha 
tthe security interest of the 
bank with regard to the store's 
inventory was protected. 
Bankruptcy action generally 
freezes all actions by the credi- 
tors; however, the courts treat 
inventory differently because 
of its transitory nature. 

Singletary and Bank One 
were able to devise a plan to 


protect the Bank's interest. But - 


U.S. Bankruptcy Court Judge 
Duane J. Kelleher rejected the 
plan because: it

tors. At that point, the parties 
had to develop another plan. 
When they could not agree 
on an appropriate. way to 
determine how much inventory 
was on hand at the store, Lust 
stated that Singletary attorney 


ling the store’s inventory to 
satisfy the bank's security 
interest. Lust said that the 
Bank agreed to pay the Single- 
tary staff for doing this. 

Smith agreed that it was his 
recommendation to pull the 
inventory, arguing that it was a 
choice between closing the 
doors of the store to maintain 
the inventory, or keeping the | 


store in operation by getting _ 


out the bank’s inventory. THe 
agreement, Smith said, “left 
Rick with an open store.” Smith 
continued that “we were confi- 
dent that Bank One would 
permit (the PlazaMart) to use 
the inventory to pay cash” to 
secure the debt. 

However, the parties were 
unable to agree on an equita- 
ble way to do this. 

The action to pull the inven- 
tory almost drove the store into 
liquidation, since there were 
almsot too few assets to con- 
tinue operations. However, it 
was agreed that even after the 
pulling of the bank's inventory, 
there was enough to continue 
operating. 

SATURDAY, JUNE 1. When 
the store closed on May 31, 
there was one employee 
determining the inventory and 
packing it up for the bank. 
According to Lust, by 11:00 
a.m. Saturday, only 20 boxes of 
inventory had been pulled, 
while the store continued to 
operate using the previous 


‘inventory. 


it was at this point that the 
bank went to Judge Kelleher 
arguing that the store was sel- 
ling the inventory, and that no 
systems were in place to 
separate the cash for theinven- 
tory. They requested an order 
which would close the ‘store 
until the inventory and cash 
could be collected.

Supporters storm council,

A community in an uproar 
descended upon city council 
Monday, as approximately 200 
employees, friends and sup- 
porters of the Singletary Plia- 


-.__zaMart urged the council to to continue operations, Ross 


provide financial assistance to 
the ailing store. 

At the sametime, a task force 
~of community teaders is push- 

ing an effort to provide massive 
funding for the store without 
using city funds. 

The efforts capped a tumul- 
tuous weekend for the Single- 
tary PlazaMart, which saw the 
store lose over $100,000 in 
inventory to its largest creditor, 
Bank One, and brought the 
operation within a hair’s- 
breadth of total collapse. 

Supporters of the PlazaMart 
were reacting to what one 
speakerm NDC acting presi- 
dent Anne Smith-e-Incas, 
called ‘acts...reminiscent of 
Nazi Germany” by Bank One, 
and the city's decision to file 
misdemeanor charges against 
Singletary for failure to pay 
promptly his quarterly income 
taxes. 

Singletary ‘‘has been 
maligned, investigated by the 
grand jury, brought up on crim- 
inal charges for unpaid taxes 
and embarrassed and humil- 
iated before the Columbus 
community. This attack must 
stop at once,” Smith-e-incas 
said.

The slavehoiders had an 
economic interest in keeping 
the family intact. While there 
were numerous instances in 
which husbands were sold 
from their wives, children from 
their parents, it was generally 
to the benefit of siavehoiders to 
retain family units to encour- 
age productivity. This eco- 
nomic interest was no different 


than the master’s interest in the 
weil being of other cattle- 
..horses, cows and other live 
stock. 

There exists a real danger to 
the Black family today because 
of problems. associated with 
drugs, alcoholism and teenage 
pregnancies to name a few. 
The Black family cannot sur- 
vive and fulfill its social func- 
tion unless we as people 
decide that it will survive. 

The family unit is responsi- 
ble for socializing the youth 
and is primary unit for trans- 
mitting social.values. The fam- 
ily is basic to Black culture, as 
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it is to all cultures. If the Black 
family does not survive as a 
viable cultural institution, then 
we as a people will-not survive. 
| applaud the efforts of all of 
our citizens who are working 
this week and throughout the 
year to strengthen the Black 
family.

One of the primary concerns of teachers and administrators is reaching the emotions, 
or “getting in touch” with our students. 
To teach effectively we must know the learner. How,do we understand the adolescent 
as a developing person? What is happening within these students who appear in our 


class rooms each day? 


Actually, we are teaching persons in transition-- physically, mentally, and emotionally. 

Simultaneously, adolescents are developing the ability to think more abstractly as they 
look inward to examine themselves, their values and their aspirations for the future. 

A major developmental task for the adolescent is building an identity; therefore, he or 
she is preoccupied with the question: “Who am 1?” This questioning and corresponding 
change makes adolescents egocentric. They gaze into the mirror for periods of time with 


a new awareness of themselves. 


They contro! the family telephone for hours to interact with friends, a necessary part of 
discovering who they are. They have feelings of ambiquity--they appreciating their own 
uniqueness, but do not want to be too different. The struggle for identity is compolicated 
by peer pressure. One student gang member pondered, “How can | be myself, keep my 
own values, and still belong to the group?” The dilemma is real. 

My reaction to this, as a administrator is that | believe we must give students more 
emotional support and help them to. become excited about developing their own poten- 
tial. We should affirm them with a caring, supportive, attitude and productive atmosphere | 


for learning. 


Teachers are important people to students at this time of transition. We need to know, 
however, what teacher. qualities are important for effective learning. 
- \* “What do the Students Value most? “Caring teachers’”--those students who are under- 
%_. standing, patient, and respectful toward students. Students need to be cared about --

Doors opening for more 
Black women in ministry 


- Through the years, Black 
women played important roles 
in the world. Whether or not 
ordained to the clergy, the 
teaching and preaching of the 
faith in God in the home by 
mother, grandmother have 
been the inspiration of many 
men and women to achiéve in 
various areas; as Paul wrote to 
Timothy ‘When | call to 
remembrance the unfeigned 
faith that is in thee which dwelt 
first in thy grandmother Lois, 
and thy mother Eunice...” 

It is notuncommon to read, 
hear, and know about “Black 
Women Clergy”. Granted, for 
many years and far too many 
denominations, there have not, 
and even yet, acknowledged 
women in the clergy. However, 
seminaries have many women 
students. 

Outstanding Black clergyw- 

omen are chaplains in armed 
services and in Institutions, 
and are great pastors, 
teachers, missionaries, and 
evangelists.

The 
Year 1985 was pre-determined 
tby the United Nations General 
Assembly in 1979 to be 
observed around the world as 
International Youth Year with 
the theme being peace, partic- 


Ipation, and development. The 
goal being to recognize the 
special needs and contribu- 
tions of the youth relative to 
society internationally. 
As usual, Ohlo was first in 
formal recognition to 
the significance of Interna- 
tional Youth Year observance. 
Governor Richard F. Celeste 
designated the Ohio Youth 
Services Network as the lead 
agency in our State to coordi- 
nate the initial planning. Since 
that time organizations, clubs, 
schools, institutions, safety 
programs and various com- 
munity organizations, etc. 
have joined the International 
Youth Year band wagon and 
coordinated such things-as 
sports competition, “cultural 
fairs,” and “job clubs.” 


However, here Is an oppor- 
tunity for all youth to develop: 
boulevards toward peace, 
mountains of participation and 
valleys of individuat groups 
and community development. 


In 1980-81 fifty-seven per- 
cent of births to those under 
age 17 were to Black teens, and 
a third of Black babies born 
were to mothers 15-17 years of 
age. Black teens in that age 
range are two times more likely 
not to benefit from marriage 
than their white counterparts. 


More than eighty percent of 
more than a million Black stu- 
dents are attending college at 
predominantly white institu- 
tions. And-that’s-okay but-the 
complexion of the faculty 
members does not match the 
complexion of the students in 
an appropriate ratio, therefore 
they must share certain toge- 
therness and band for social 
survival. 


Can we not substitute “real” 
life for our children in Heu of 
“reel” (cinema) life? Can we 
not be parents in the place of 
actors and actresses? With the 
knowledge that sports stars are 
recipients of multi-million dol- 
lar contracts before they are- 
age 23, are we going to have to 
become some “super” parents 
to guide our youth in a scien- 
tific direction if they only have 
a minute talent.in sports?
